I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year 
1955.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  which  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


1.  Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  consists  of  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  County  Borough  of  Grimsby, 
acting  by  the  Council. 


2.  Limits  of  jurisdiction. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Health  Authority  shall 
extend  to  so  much  of  the  said  Port  as  abuts  upon  the  County 
Borough  of  Grimsby,  as  extended  by  the  Grimsby  Extension  and 
Improvement  Act,  1889,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said 
Port  within  such  limits,  and  the  place,  or  places,  for  the 
time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or 
Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  every  other  place 
for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of 
ships  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  under  any  regulation 
for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  diseases  issued  under  the 
Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and 
streams  belonging  to  that  part  of  the  said  Port  for  which 
such  Authority  is  constituted  as  aforesaid.

The  docks  are  operated  by  the  British  Transport  Commissior 
(Humber  Ports),  and  are  five  in  number.  The  Alexandra  Dock  is 
available  for  vessels  discharging  timber,  wood-pulp,  salt  fish 
and  salt.  The  Royal  Dock  is  available  for  all  classes  of 
general  cargo. 


Commercial  docks 


During  the  year  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  services 
operated  between  Grimsby  and  continental  ports. 


Fish  docks 


There  are  three  fish  docks  and  the  facilities  available 
for  the  landing  of  fish  and  for  the  maintenance  of  trawlers 
are  said  to  be  the  finest  in  the  world.  The  value  of  the 
annual  landing  of  fish  at  Grimsby  exceeds  that  of  any  other 
port. 


The  fish  market  provides  314,750  square  feet  of  covered 
area,  and  approximately  one  mile  of  quay  affords  discharging 
facilities  for  sixty-six  trawlers.  The  quantity  of  fish  landed 
daily  ranges  from  four  to  five  hundred  tons  during  the  winter 
months  to  moro  than  a thousand  tons  during  the  busy  summer 
period.  A summary  of  the  fishing  vessels  operating  from 
Grimsby  at  the  close  of  the  year  1955  is  as  follows:-  *

Generally  speaking,  the  crew  accommodation  on  board 
these  canal  boats  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition 
and  the  defects  noted  are  usually  remedied  by  the  service 
of  informal  notices.  During  the  year,  three  formal  notices 
were  served  on  owners  in  respect  of  defects  and  contraventions 
on  canal  boats  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the 
canal  boats. 
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SECTION  V - WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  supplied  by  the  Grimsby,  Cleethorpes  and  District 
Water  Board  is  available  throughout  the  port  area. 


Commercial  docks 


. Until  the  year  1950,  fresh  water  was  delivered  to  shipping 
in  the  Royal  and  Alexandra  Docks  by  means  of  water  boats.  The 
results  of  bacteriological  tests  of  samples  of  this  water 
clearly  indicated  the  necessity  for  extreme  care  in  the  carrying 
out  of  precautions  against  contamination,  and  generally  the 
situation  was  one  which  could  not  be  regarded  with  complacency. 

During  1950  the  work  of  installing  water  hydrants  at  all 
the  berths  in  the  Royal  Dock  was  completed  and  the  water  boats 
were  dispensed  with.  Since  that  time  the  water  delivered  to 
shipping  has  been  of  consistently  good  quality.  Samples  are 
submitted  regularly  to  the  bacteriologist,  whose  reports  have 
been  satisfactory  in  every  case. 

All  the  hoses  used  for  delivering  water  to  shipping  are 
flushed  through  before  each  use  and  the  nozzles  are  washed 
thoroughly.  When  not  in  use,  the  hoses  and  other  equipment  are 
kept  under  lock  and  key  in  a dry,  clean  compartment. 


Fish  docks 


An  adequate  supply  of  fresh  water  is  available  at  all 
berths  in  the  fish  docks,  from  hydrants  situated  on  the 
quayside.  As  these  hydrants  are  liable  to  contamination  from 
filth  washed  from  the  floor  of  the  fish  market,  they  are 
protected  by  screw-on  covers  which  are  attached  to  the  hydrant 
by  means  of  a chain. 


District 


The  water  supply  to  the  many  factories  and  other  premises 
situated  within  the  dock  area  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
Within  the  last  few  years  a large  number  of  fish  processing 
factories  have  been  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  the  South  Quay 
and  North  Quay,  and  the  needs  of  these  premises  have  been  met 
fully  by  the  laying  of  a new  9 inch  water  main  between 
Weelsby  Street  and  the  South  Quay. 


Fish market 


On  the  fish  market  the  water  supply  is  obtained  by 
gravitation  from  the  30,000  gallon  storage  tank  situated  in 
the  dock  tower.  The  water  is  pumped  to  the  dock  tower  from 
the  Alexandra  Dock  and  an  efficient  chlorination  system 
ensures  freedom  from  contamination.  The  number  of  delivery 
points  on  the  market  is  sufficient  and  the  supply  of  water 
is  adequate.  This  water  is  used  for  all  purposes  on  the 
fish  market  and  there  is  no  other  water  available  other  than 
for  drinking  purposes.

(2)  Radio  messages 

(a)  By  arrangement  with  Humber  Radio. 

(b)  Authority  has  been  given  to  eighteen  firms  to  act 
as  approved  agents.  Messages  are  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Department  during  office  hours,  or  to  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  at  his  private  residence 
(Telephone  Grimsby  7455) , or  to  the  Deputy  Port 
Medical  Officer  at  her  private  residence  (Telephone 
Grimsby  77183) , or  to  the  Ambulance  Station 
(Telephone  Grimsby  55055).  The  latter  have  the 
responsibility  of  contacting  a medical  officer  of 
the  department. 

(3 ) Notifications  otherwise  than  by  radio 

Messages  are  received  by  telephone  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Customs  and  Excise  or  from  H.M.  Immigration  Officer.

The  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons, 
clothing  and  other  articles  would  also  be  carried 
out  by  the  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector  and  his 
staff,  who  would  have  available  in  addition  the 
disinfection  facilities  at  the  Springfield  Hospital. 
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SECTION  VII  - SMALLPOX 


(1)  The  isolation  hospital  to  which  cases  of  smallpox  are 
sent  from  the  district  is  the  Laceby  Hospital,  Laceby,  near 
Grimsby. 

(2)  The  transport  of  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  Port 
Health  district  would  be  carried  out  by  the  Ambulance  Service 
of  the  Grimsby  local  Health  Authority.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  responsible  to  that  Authority  for  this  service 
and  for  the  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance  crews.  The  latter 
is  kept  up-to-date.

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SECTION  VIII  - VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Every  vessel  entering  the  port  of  Grimsby  is  boarded  by 
an  inspector  who  enquires  into  the  occurrence  of  venereal 
disease  on  board.  Any  person  suffering  from  this  disease  is 
strongly  advised  to  attend  the  Special  Treatment  Centre  in 
Queen  Street  for  treatment  and  for  advice  as  to  the  method  of 
obtaining  further  treatment  at  other  ports  and  in  other 
countries.  Booklets  pointing  out  the  dangers  of  delay  and 
neglect  and  giving  details  of  the  hours  of  attendance  and  the 
location  of  the  Special  Treatment  Centre  are  placed  on  board 
vessels  as  necessary. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to 
12.30  p.m.,  and  from  2 p.m.  to  7 p.m.  every  weekday  except 
Saturday,  when  it  is  closed  at  12.30  p.m.,  and  particulars  of 
the  examination  and  treatment  of  seamen  during  the  year  1955

All  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports  are  examined, 
by  the  rat-searcher  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

The  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of 
rodents  is  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Grimsby 
General  Hospital. 

The  deratting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  trapping, 
poisoning  or  by  fumigating.  H.C.N.  is  the  fumigant  in 
general  use.  The  method  adopted  depends  on  the  severity  of 
the  infestation  and  other  circumstances.  Messrs.  C.  L. 

Whitaker  & Co. , are  the  local  deratting  contractors,  and  the 
work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  of 
this  Authority. 

The  inspectors  and  the  rat-searcher  endeavour  to  secure 
the  efficient  rat-proofing  of  vessels  where  necessary  and 
special  attention  is  paid  to  store-rooms,  food  lockers  and 
linings . 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  fumigation  of 
any  vessel  during  the  year,  which  indicates  a most  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs  as  far  as  the  rat  infestation  of  vessels 
entering  this  port  is  concerned.

SECTION  XIV  - PUBLIC  HEALTH  ( SHELL -El SH) 
REGULATIONS,  1934  AND  1948 


There  are  no  shell-fish  layings  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Authority. 

The  system  of  inspection  of  imported  mussels  which  was 
adopted  during  1950  was  continued  during  1955. 

Samples  from  each  consignment  of  mussels  are  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Where  the  report  of  the 
bacteriologist  indicate  deterioration  in  the  state  of 
cleanliness  of  the  mussels,  subsequent  consignments  from  the 
beds  concerned  are  detained  pending  receipt  of  the 
bacteriologist’s  report. 

It  is  now  usual  for  tinned  pickled  mussels  only  to  be 
imported  during  the  summer  months,  the  importation  of  live 
mussels  being  confined  to  the  winter  months. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn 
1 ton  12  cwts.  of  tinned  pickled  mussels.

Arrangements  for  the  burial  on  shore  of  persons

In  the  case  of  major  infectious  disease,  this  would  be 
carried  out  by  trained  personnel  either  of  the  local  health 
authority  or  the  Springfield  Hospital,  who  have  been 
adequately  protected  by  inoculation.  Once  the  body  of  the 
deceased  had  been  effectively  sealed  in  a coffin  the  future 
arrangements  would  be  delegated  to  a commercial  undertaker. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Fishing  vessels 

The  general  improvement  in  the  rat  infestation  of  fishing 
vessels  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  Several  slight 
infestations  of  trawlers  occurred  but  prompt  treatment  secured 
complete  elimination  in  every  case. 

The  rat  infested  fishing  vessel  is  becoming  increasingly 
rare  and  although  the  ultimate  goal  of  a fishing  fleet 
completely  free  from  this  type  of  trouble  has  not  yet  been 
attained,  it  is  by  no  means  an  impossible  target. 


Dis  trict 


It  can  again  be  recorded  that  the  district  was  free  from 
any  serious  infestation  by  rats  or  mice  during  the  year  under 
review. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  premises  is  carried  out  and  the 
rat-catcher  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  works  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  rat-catcher  of  the  British  Transport 
Commission,  so  that  the  whole  of  any  particular  area  can  be 
dealt  with  at  the  same  time  and  in  one  treatment. 

The  rat  population  is  restricted  to  a very  reasonable 
level  and  the  general  situation  continues  to  be  well  in  hand. 
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CREW  ACCOMMODATION 


Merchant  vessels 


The  general  improvement  in  the  standard  of  living 
accommodation  in  merchant  vessels  has  been  commented  upon  at 
some  length  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  record  that  the  improvement  is  being  maintained. 

The  lack  of  proper  food  storage  facilities  is  a fault  in 
many  of  the  older  ships  and  occasionally  in  more  modern  vessels 
and  it  is  most  difficult  to  secure  any  definite  improvement  in 
this  particular  respect. 

The  discovery  of  insect  vermin  in  vessels  entering  this 
port  is  now  a very  rare  event,  a most  encouraging  feature. 


Fishing  vessels 

The  general  standard  of  maintenance  in  the  crew  accommod- 
ation in  the  fishing  vessels  based  on  Grimsby  continues  to  be 
very  high.  However,  the  difference  in  the  state  of  cleanliness 
in  deep  water  and  near  water  trawlers  which  has  been  commented 
upon  in  previous  reports  still  exists;  but  in  this  respect  it 
is  most  encouraging  to  note  that  some  local  firms  have  commenced 
a building  programme  designed  to  secure  the  replacement  of  the 
older  vessels  by  new  tonnage.  This  is  certainly  a most 
heartening  aspect  of  the  present  situation,  as  only  by  a build 
and  scrap  programme  can  the  ultimate  elimination  of  the  older 
vessels  be  accomplished. 

More  progress  has  been  made  in  the  prevention  of  condens- 
ation on  exposed  metal  in  the  living  quarters  of  fishing  vessels 
and  several  firms  are  using  a proprietary  brand  liquid  which, 
it  is  claimed,  will  prevent  condensation  after  the  metal  has  been 
treated  with  the  liquid. 

During  the  year,  two  near  water  trawlers  returned  to  port 
because  the  crews  had  complained  of  contaminated  drinking  water. 
Investigation  indicated  the  addition  of  paraffin  to  the  water 
and  circumstances  ruled  out  the  possibility  of  such  an  addition 
having  been  accidental. 

A greater  number  than  usual  of  insect  infestations  in 
fishing  vessels  occurred  during  the  year,  probably  due  to  the 
prolonged  warm  weather.  As  it  was  found  impossible  to  identify 
some  of  these  insects,  the  help  of  the  British  Museum  (Department 
of  Entomology)  was  enlisted  and  among  the  insects  identified  were 
the  under  mentioned:- 
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Nacerdes  melanura 
Mycetaea  hirta 
Ephestia  kuhniella 
Stegobium  paniceum

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DISTRICT  - SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Road  surfaces  and  drainage 

Work  was  completed  on  the  re-construction  of  Henderson 
Street  during  the  spring  of  1955. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the 
re-construction  of  Wharncliffe  Road  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  this  work  will  be  completed  during  1956. 

It  is  understood  the  next  street  to  be  considered  for 
re-construction  will  be  Fish  Dock  Road.  The  surface  of  this 
road  consists  of  granite  sets  and  while  it  may  be  described  as 
uneven,  bumpy  and  likely  to  be  extremely  hard  on  vehicular 
wear  and  tear,  it  cannot  be  described  as  unhygienic  or  likely 
to  cause  a nuisance. 

It  is  impossible  to  avoid  questioning  any  decision  to 
re-construct  Fish  Dock  Road  while  such  streets  as  Sidebottom 
Street,  Smith  Street,  Brown  Street  and  Surtees  Street  remain 
in  their  present  dilapidated  state.  From  the  viewpoint  of 
hygiene,  these  streets  demand  a much  greater  degree  of  priority 
than  in  the  case  of  Fish  Dock  Road. 

The  development  of  the  area  known  as  North  Quay  continues, 
and  plans  provide  for  the  laying  of  a sewer  and  roadway  between 
the  river  wall  and  the  existing  roadway,  extending  from  the 
fish  oil  refinery  to  the  dock  entrance.  Work  on  the  first 
stage  of  this  project  will  be  commenced  soon  and  will  serve  the 
new  factories  in  that  area. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  area  situated  to  the  east  of 
Humber  Bridge  Road  will  soon  be  considered  for  development. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  considerable  sums  of  money  have 
been  spent  by  the  British  Transport  Commission  (Humber  Ports) 
on  roadway  re-construction  and  however  slow  the  process  may  be, 
substantial  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  target  of  complete 
re-construction  of  all  roadways  within  the  dock  area. 

On  the  other  hand,  a small  portion  of  the  area  forming  the 
Port  Health  district  is  not,  unfortunately,  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  British  Transport  Commission  (Humber  Ports)  but  under 
British  Railways,  Retford.  The  area  in  question  is  situated  on 
the  north  side  of  Riby  Street,  access  to  the  premises  at  the 
rear  of  Riby  Street  being  by  means  of  a roadway  leading  from 
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Riby  Street.  This  roadway  and  the  roadway  fronting  the 
premises  at  the  rear  of  Riby  Street  is  the  property  of  British 
Railways.  The  condition  of  these  roadways  is  unsatisfactory  . 
in  the  extreme  and  although  urgent  representations  have  been 
made  to  British  Railways,  Retford  during  recent  years,  nothing 
has  been  done  to  secure  an  improvement  in  the  deplorable  state 
of  these  road  surfaces. 


Rubbish  bins 


The  system  at  present  in  use  for  the  storage  and  collect- 
ion of  rubbish  within  the  port  area  is  not  satisfactory.  The 
bins  provided  for  the  storage  of  rubbish  consist  of  a space 
enclosed  by  a brick  retaining  wall,  the  rubbish  being  dumped 
into  the  enclosure  thus  formed. 

When  a bin  requires  emptying,  the  rubbish  is  shovelled 
from  the  bin  into  an  open  lorry  and  then  removed  to  the  rubbish 
tip  for  disposal.  While  the  storage  of  rubbish  in  these  open 
bins  is  a system  which  does  not  conform  with  the  present  day 
conception  of  hygiene,  it  is  with  the  system  of  collection  that 
fault  can  most  readily  be  found. 

The  rubbish  in  question  is  varied  in  nature  but  usually 
includes  a considerable  quantity  of  paper  scraps,  dust  and  dirt, 
with  the  result  that  when  a bin  is  being  emptied  on  a windy  day 
the  rubbish  is  scattered  and  blown  over  a considerable  area. 

Owing  to  the  very  varied  nature  of  the  rubbish  to  be  dealt 
with,  it  is  difficult  to  suggest  an  alternative  system  of 
storage  and  collection  but  consideration  could  be  given  to  a 
system  substituting  mobile  closed  containers  for  the  open  bins. 
These  containers  could  be  removed,  emptied  and  replaced  as 
necessary  and  apart  from  the  very  obvious  advantages  of  such  a 
system  it  is  possible  that  a considerable  saving  in  manpower 
could  be  effected. 


Public  conveniences 


The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  dock  area  are 
maintained  in  a clean  and  hygienic  state. 

The  convenience  situated  on  the  east  side  of  No.  2 Fish 
Dock  has  been  demolished  and  work  is  now  proceeding  on  the 
erection  of  a modern  block  of  conveniences  on  this  site. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  re -construction  of  the 
conveniences  situated  close  to  the  Humber  Graving  Dock  and 
work  will  commence  after  the  necessary  authority  has  been 
received. 
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Fish  processing  premises  and  factories 

No  noteworthy  change  has  taken  place  during  the  year  as 
far  as  these  premises  are  concerned.  A regular  system  of 
inspection  is  maintained  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
maintain  a satisfactory  standard  of  upkeep. 

Very  good  liaison  continues  between  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  and  the  staff  of  this  Authority,  with  the  result 
that  any  difficulty  in  administration  of  the  appropriate 
sections  of  the  Factories  Act  is  reduced  to  a minimum. 


Offensive  trades 


Fish  curing  and  the  manufacture  of  fish  meal  and  cod 
liver  oil  are  the  scheduled  offensive  trades  carried  on 
within  the  port  area.  The  premises  concerned  have  been  kept 
under  supervision  by  the  port  health  staff  throughout  the 
year.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Fish  Meal  Company 
as  a result  of  complaints  being  received  concerning  the 
emission  of  grit  from  the  chimney  of  the  fish  meal  factory 
in  Cross  Street,  and  adequate  steps  were  taken  by  the  Fish 
Meal  Company  to  abate  this  nuisance.

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FISH  MARKET  - SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


^From  time  to  time  a nuisance  is  created  by  the  accumulation 
of  fish  scraps  and  other  filth  under  the  stacks  of  kits  or  fish 
containers  on  the  market.  When  not  in  use  these  containers  are 
piled  in  large  stacks  and  it  sometimes  happens  that  these 
stacks  are  not  broken  down  for  several  days,  with,  the  result 
that  when  the  market  floor  is  hosed  down  each  evening,  fish 
scraps  etc.  are  washed  under  the  containers  where  such  matter 
soon  becomes  objectionable. 

The  only  remedy  seems  to  lie  in  ensuring  that  no  stack  of 
fish  containers,  is  allowed  to  remain  undisturbed  for  more  than 
a day  or  two  at  the  most.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to 
attain  this  end. 

The  fish  inspectors  maintain  a regular  system  of  inspection 
of  all ^ equipment  and  utensils  used  on  the  fish  market  and  in 
the  main,  co-operation  from  all  concerned  is  usually 
forthcoming. 


Fish  boxes 

The  wooden  box  remains  the  chief  medium  used  for  the 
transportation  of  fish  inland  from  the  coast.  These  returnable 
fish  boxes  have  never  been  considered  satisfactory  from  the 
viewpoint  of  hygiene  and  in  this  connection  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  number  of  non-returnable  containers  being 
used  is  steadily  increasing. 


Henderson  and  Chapman  Jetties 

The  re-construction  of  these  jetties  was  completed 
during^ the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the  result  is  a very 
great  improvement  over  the  old  structure.  The  concrete  floors 
can  be  hosed  down  and  readily  cleansed  and  generally  the  whole 
oi  the  fish  market  can  now  be  regarded  as  measuring  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene.

”The  co-ordinated  activities  of  the  Clinic 
and  the  First  Aid  Station  on  the  Fish  Docks  have 
continued  to  give  a united  service  which  is  well 
recognised  and  appreciated  in  the  Industry. 

The  Merchant  Shipping  Medical  Scales  (Fishing 
Boats)  Order  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  March,  1955  created  a great  deal  of  extra 
application  from  the  Fishermen’s  Clinic  but  the 
necessary  work  was  carried  out  efficiently. 

The  total  treatments  rendered  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1955  were  as  follows :-
